In 1913 four transfers of farm land 
were on tbe basis of .5rj0.ll per acre, 
whereas tbe properties were listed iu

pears that the 1,451 acres sold iu 1014 
Increased in value $2S,5O0, or 80 tier 
cent, or fro:.- ; 121.4*; to .^ll.lo per acre. 

In DinwidJlu couuty, Va., the actual 
price of forty-threo farms sold or of- 
fered for sail' from 1909 to 1914 ranged 
in pricflt from !}!S.3S to i?4;{.7l [ler acre 
before the r^ :.ds were built and from 
$24.70 to $7;i.<;o per acre after tbe road.-j 
were Improve.!. 

In Lee co';;ily, Va., a study of ci,i;ht 
tracts alony the roads before and after 
lnii)rovcment indicated that these prop- 
erties increai^.'-'d about 23 per acre, or 
about 70 per cent. 

In Wise <:'■■. ::\y, Va., a study of eiirlit 
rei)reseutati . '.• farms located on roads 
showed tbat they increased in value 
from an average of H9.0G per acre be- 
fore improvement to $79.44 after the 
roads were l,:ii)roved. There were in- 
creases iu Viiluatiou lu other .sections 
of from $UU to $00 or even $100 per 
acre.

But the thousands of small towns, 

villages aiul rural ( ommunilies which 
feed tlie larger centers have intricate 
problems and need expert assistance, 
especially in tbe neighborbood of im- 
portant cities where unsightly and in 
sanitary conditions e.\ist .iust beyond 
the city's jurisdiction. The larger 
cities are now growing into tbc conn 
try, and means of access should be im- 
proved and the country towns and vil- 
hiiies made to serve the cities without 
losing their individuality. . - 

Who Is lo help thein? Suppose they 
have a vill.-ij-e imiu-ovement society or- 
ganized l)y well meaning,' citizens to 
eliiuiuate some obvious evil. What 
call such an organlziitiou do in a large 
way with only tbo funds collected from 
sales, annual dues, suppers or other 
questionable ir.cansV V\'lio is to help 
them in their worthy efforts to create 
somethiug of which tbe best citizens 
may be proud? 

Uiie of the chief thou.u'hts brou.^lit 
out at the recent national confeifuce 
on city planning was the one voiced 
by Thomas Adams of Canada when he 
said tbat our great need in the United 
Stales was for some ce;itrali/.ed eon- 
' trol of tbe plnnnbig of our siuaii towns 
and rural districts. Shall we attempt 
; to form another national organization 
! for the promotion of this idea, or shall 
j wo use the tried facilities now iivail- 
I able? For tbe present tbe latter seems 
j to he the wiser course. 

Wo have in nearly ev.,'ry stale in the 
; Union a working or.i;ani/.ation, l)aeked 
. by tbo federal government, wliich, if 
tho people ask, cau be developed to 
i serve our needs In the planning and 
j execution of our village aiul country 
j Improvement problems. I refer to tUo 
extension departments of our state uni- 
versities and colleges. Here we have 
state help and a separate working unit 
iu each state prt)moting and assisting 
public VHidertakings in our small towns 
i uud rural communitie-:. The work 
must bo judiciously administered 01; 
unsatisfactory results and much crltr 
Iclsm will follow, 
i This is no untried uietliod. as it has 
; been followed for several years la 
Massachusetts, and some of the other 
j states are now taking ui* tbe work. 
' To avoid criticism from jirofessienal 
meii and to carry out the work in a 
satisfactory manner the followmg 
points have been quite clearly demqti-

Dressy Meats. 

CHOP IIILVUTS SEDAN'.— Take as 
luaui' lamb rib chops its tire re- 
quired to allow two to a portion. 
Strip them of fat and bone (throw the 
hones into the slock I'of ) ;in;l saute 
them iu butler to which the juiee of 
an oniou has been added. When done 
lay each on a . toast rotind and pour 
over them a little higbiy seasoned 
smooth tomato sauce. IMtice an olive 
curl on top of eacli and serve boL 
Mashed potato, made rich and creamy, 
with a cupful of smooth apple sauce 
bciilon into it is very good to serve v. ith 
the cln>ps. 

Turkey rattles. — For tbe lilliug: One 
cupful of diced cold turkey, one table- 
spoo.iiul of htittor, t)ne ttihlesinxjuf ul 
of tlour, one cupful of stock or milk, 
dash of cayenne pepper and salt to 
taste. Hub tlie flour and butter to 
gether over the lire, add tbc stock or 
milk graduiilly and stir until smotith, 
then add the seasoning and tbe diced 
turkey. For the shells : One and one- 
htilf cupfuls of flour, two-tetispoonfuls 
of bilking powder, one-hii!f cupful of 
shortening, pinch of salt tin,! eiuiugh 
ice watei~4o moisten. Sift the flour, 
baking powlor ami salt together, work 
in the shortening with the lingers or a 
plated knife until flaky, slir iu the wa- 
ter gradually to make a good biscuit 
dough, roll out thin and line the bottom 
and sides of ge;n tins. Fill with tbe 
creamed turke.v tiiid I>ake iu a ruoiler- 
ate oven for ten or flftecu minutes. 
Another way is to cut the dough with 
a bi.scuit cutter and bake the bi.scults 
until done. I^ift off the top and remove 
part of the center. Put iu the filling 
and replace tlie top. These cau be serv- 
ed at once if the saiice is kept very hot. 
Tongue With IMusjtaXiJ.. Pickle .Sauce. 
-Coi',1 sliced tongue, one onion, one tii- 
blespoonful of flour, one taMespoouful 
of cboin»ed i)ickles, one-half teaspoon-' 
ful of dry mustard, one toasiioonful of 
V.'orccstershire ~s.-in-?e, two cupfuls of 
hot v>-ater. salt, pcjiiter and ctiyeniie. 
Slice tho tongue tiiin. ^liuLc a small 
onion and brown it in good drippings. 
When tender push It to one side of the 
pau itnd put iii the sliced tongne. Turn 
each slice quickl.v, remove from the iian 
and keep hot. Brown a taldespooiiful 
of flour in tbe iKin, adding wore fat if 
necessary; iiour in the boiling water 
the chop[ied pickle, the mustard, moist- 
ened in a little water, and tiie season- 
ing. Cook all together for a few min- 
utes. Put in the tongue and cook for 
a few minutes, keeping tbo beat below 
tbe boiling point after ihf nu'at is add- 
ed. Arrange tbe tongue ou a hot plat- 
ter, the slices overlapping, strain tho 
gravy and pour over the meat.

ConHnon and Very Effective Remedy Is 
Dose of Castor Oil — Best to Feed 
Calf Twice Each Day. 

(By "W. I* FOWLER. Department of Ani- 
mal Husbandry, Oklahoma A. and M. 
College, Stillwater.) 

The change of climate and milk 
should not ctiuse ti calf to scour, un- 
less too much milk of poor quality is 
given to the calf en route or after it 
arrives. Scours are generally caused 
by heavy feeding or by the use of cold 
or sour milk fed out of nndeau 
buckets. In case the calf scours, I 
would cut its amount of milk to about 
on'.'-lnilf and give a dose of castor oil, 
or a mixture of salol and bismuth sub- 
nitrate. The latter Is a common rem- 
edy and is v(>ry effective. 

The best practice is to feed the calf 
twice a day. H you are milking your 
cows three times a day, the calf can be 
fed as often. Good results are had by 
feeding the calf warm sweet niillc im- 
mediately after the cows are milked. 
If the cnlf Is of the Jersey or Guernsey 
breed, eight to ten pound.*? of milk a 
day for the first few weeks will l.e 
enough. If you have no way of weigh- 
ing the milk, it would be a good idea to 
feed just n little more than half a gal- 
lon of milk twice a day. 



SAVING BEST HEIFER CALVES 



Keep Record of Each Individual Cow 
and Save Offepring of Best Pro- 
ducers for Herd. 

(By G. W. BARNES. Department of Agri- 
culture,— University of Arizona.) 
You cannot always buy good cows, 
but another way to get a good herd to- 
gether is by keeping records of the 
production of each individiml cow in 
your herd and saving the heifer calveF 
from the larger producers. These 




WORM IN FESTED HORSfS. 

Animals Thus Afflicted Soon Get Out 
of Condition. 

Many horses get out of condition or 
fail to make gains during the winter 
months because they are infested with 
worms. This is especially true of colts. 
Horses suffering from worms generally 
have a good apiietite, but apparently 
benefit little from the food eaten. 

Tlierc may be uo symptoms which 
point conclusively to worms, but this 
trouble^ is so common tliat if the colts 
and horses are not doing as well as 
they should for the feed given, a worm 
remedy nniy prove of decided value. In 
treating horses for worms Dr. L. S. 
Backus of the Missouri College of Agri- 
culture suggests it is well to keep in 
mlud that the drug is meant for the 
worm rather than the horse and should 
therefore be given in as concentrated a 
form as i>ossible. To iusnre this little 
or no bulky food should be fed during 
the course of treatment, and as the 
parasites are stuiietied l>y worm reme- 
dies rather than killed the. animars 
bowels should be kept in an active con- 
dition so that the stupeOed worms may 
be passed out before they regain their 
vitality. A well salted brau mash ouce 
a day will generally insure such an ac- 
tion. 

The following formula is a worm 
remedy which is also of value as a 
tonic: Powdered uux vomica, two 
ounces; powdered gentian toot, four 
ounces; powdered areca nut, six ounces; 
sodium chloride (common salt), four 
ounces; arsenious acid, two drams. 
Mix. 

Give a heaping teaspoonful to every 

250 pounds weight ever.v morning and 
evening for about ten day.s. Tlie medi- 
ciue ma.v be mixed with ground feed or 
sprinkled over oats or com which has 
been dampened.

KEEP YOUNG CALVES THRIFTY 



Ration Consisting of 'Cracked Com, 
Whole Oats, Bran and Oil Is 
Considered Excellent, 

A very excellent ration for keeping 
young calves in good, thrifty, health- 
ful, growing condition is one con- 
sisting of equal parts cracked corn, 
whole oats, bran and oil meal. This 
fed regularly and liberally in conjunc- 
tion with clover hay will make them 
thrive well. The cracked corn fur- 
nishes carbohydrates in sutlicient pro- 
portion to keep the calves in excellent 
llesh and It furnishs heat for warming 
tlieir bodies in cold weather. Whole 
oats are very excellent for imparting 
bone and muscle-growing material; 
also stamina In young calves. Cracked 
or >>])elled corn and whole oats will be 
digested just OS readily and eliiciently 
by calves under one year as will these 
grains when ground, and cal¥ee seew 
to prefer them unground. 



REGUURITY IS GOOD HABIT 

Unequal Periods Reduce Quality and 
Quantity of Milk— Annual Out* 
put Is Much Less. 

In all things regularity is a good 
pFOCttce, but in milking it is impera- 
tive. As a rule, the cow is milked at 
about five o'cloek of mornings in sum- 
mer and at seven or eiglU o'clock in 
the morning in winter. The eveuiog 
milking is done very late in summer 
and vi ry parly in v inter. The unequal 
periods are made for tlie cow by this 
sun-to-sun milking, and (iri a con.se- 
queuce the quality of her milk and tbu 
quantity of the same, as well as the 
iengltU of her annual period of milk- 
giviug, tiiti r.educed.

Sturdiest Males In the Flock. 

The farm lloek cither imiiroves or de- 
teriorates from year to year accord 
ing to the attention given to the mat- 
ing which precedes the lajing of the 
eggs used for hatching, says T.ct 
ter Farming. Now is the time to note 
the breeding pens for hatching eggs In 
February. Make the final selections 
and keep only the strongest, thriftiest 
hens. To these mate the sturdiest, 
most lusty, best bodied roosters. 

All improved stock returns to the 
normal or mediocre uuless one con- 
stantly breeds up and up. There is 
no standstill. The flock either goes 
forward or backward in strength. It 
might as well get better. To insure 
that requires only a little attention to 
the mating. Do it now. Pick on! 
your breeding stock and watch the le 
suits in the next crop of ciiicks. No 
work on the farm will pay- better than 
the few hours spent in mating up the 
breeding pens. 

See that the layers are receiving a 
good laying ration, supplying plenty of 
protein, green feed and oyster shell. 
This is the time to feed the surplus 
vegetables that are stored aw:iy iu lli." 
cellar. .V cabbage liead snsiXMided by 
strings a couple of feet from the floor 
will be relished by the hens. Be sure 
you are giving them plenty of exercise. 

Clean up the incnliatnr and get it in 
running order. It might be advisable 
to run a trial batch before the seasou 
opens. - ' 

There is always suuie new e(iuii)- 
meut, such as brooders and feed hop- 
pel's, and this is the time to order all 
such supplies.

ORCHARD HINTS.

The soil should be well prepared be- 
fore trees are planted in a new or- 
chard, riow it deep with a turning 
plow; then harrow till there are no 
clods. Even after doing this it pays 
to blast holes for the trees. 

Experiments have shown that trees 
in blasted holes grow much faster and 
bear sooner than trees set where there 
is hard subsoil for the roots to pene- 
trate. 

If blasting is not done it will he ad- 
visable to tlirov,- out the plowed soil 
with n Bhovcl i'.t the spot where a tree 
is to stand and dig deep with a pick, 
and one should never fall to have the 
ground loosened deep for pear trees, as 
their roots grow downward more than 
any other kinds of trees aud often die 
|)e@()use of shallow holes. 

When tUti trpes are i>laiited their tops 
should bo cut off ai:unt one-third the 
way down Tlds helijs tlie roots to take 
hold in the soil, shuts off much of the 
j demand of the t;oo for elements from 
; the soil and goes far toward insuring 
the life and the bealthfulness of the 
I tree.
